ACT I.

The lovely daughters of a Major-General Stanley, with some 
lady friends, saunter down to the coast ahead of the General, and 
while waiting for him, and lacking any more interesting occupation, 
they decide to wade in the waters of the English Channel. At the 
moment when each lady had removed one tiny shoe and one stockmg, 
Frederic, hidden behind the rocks, beholds and trembles, for he had 
never before beheld the symmetry of female pedal extremities, and. 
being above all things “a slave of duty,” he stai'tles the maidens by 
singing “Stop, ladies, pray,” resulting in much perturbation among 
the fair ones, and eventually in Mabel espousing the cause of the 
youth. The other Pirates, and the General arrive, and most of the 
balance of the Act is full of the General’s admissions of what a 
great man he is. 



ACT II. 


Frederic thinks his apprenticeship has expired, and has at hand 
a Sergeant and squad of Police for arresting the pirates, and at the 
Major-General’s exhortation he calls them in. The loyal constab¬ 
ulary of Her Majesty Queen Victoria are a trifle nervous of the job 
of arresting the pirates, but are witnessed buttressing their courage 
by “tarantara-ing”, and although they are not much impressed by 
the exhortations of the ladies to “Go to glory, go and die”, they 
eventually proceed to their duty. The Pirates, arriving on the 
scene with noise and joyfulness, though they sing ironically that 
they come “with cat-like tread”. The Police on attempting to arrest 
the pirates are overwhelmed; but on the Sergeant appealing to 
them to yield “in Queen Victoria’s name”, the Pirate King sings 
“We yield at once, with humble mien because, with all our faults 
we love our Queen”.
